Dr. Q. A. W. Rohrbach. president 


of Kutztown State Teachers college, 
who has been attending many ses- 
sions of the United Nations assem- 
bly, impressed Spri-ig City Roiarians 
and guests with a first-hand account 
of the workings of the conference 
iff nations, at a meeting of the 
Rotary club Wednesday, at Spring- 
Ford Country club. 


Dr. Rohrbach gave his versions 


of the various personalities repre- 
senting the various nations and 
told of the workings of the impor- 
tant wcrld-wide organization, now 
engaged m the enormous project of 
building peace. 


He came out with views in 


favor of the Marshall plan, 
•which lie said would cost only 
22 billions of dollars to win the 
peace, as compared with the 300 
billion which it cost to win the 
war. xhe plan would cost the 
T. S. 22 billion, the remainder to 
be split among- other nations. 


Of the Soviet delegate, Gro- 


rayko. Dr. Rohrbach's opinion was 
that Gromyko has the best poker 
face he ever saw, but he termed him 
a good statesman. 


He described the day that the So- 


viet deputy foreign minister Andrei 
Vishmski, blasted the United States 
and also told of the action of Brazil 
in breaking off of diplomatic rela- 
tions with the Soviet union. Dr. 
Rohrbach attended this meeting, on 
Tuesday. He intimated from his re- 
marks that Communism is slipping. 


The Palestine question, another 


important one on the agenda, had 
its inception back in November, 1927. 
Dr. Rohrbach added.

arousing the son-in-law. As Porter 
appeared, Winton shot him through 
the stomach with his deer xifle. 


The shot aroused Mrs. Porter who 


just had arisen from her bed when 
her father appeared at the door of 
her upstairs bedroom. Without a 
veord, Winton shot her through the 
stomach, beat her over the head 
with the butt of the rifle, then shot 
her through the head. 


He next moved to the bedroom of

San Antonio Doctor Given Death Penalty 
For Murder of Texas Family of Four 


Boyerfown Hi-Y Club 


—To Be fittest Here T< 


LA GRANGE, Tex., Oct. 23 


Dr. Lloyd I. Ross, 43. of San An- 
tonio, slayer of a family of four, 
was convicted of murder with mal- 
ice aforethought tonight. His pun- 
ishment was fixed at death in the 
electric chair. 


The conviction came 25 minutes 


after the jury began deliberation. 


Dr. Ross was convicted in the 


death of Mrs. Gertrude York, 43, 
one of four members of the Willard 
York family slain May 25 on a 
country road in Comal county. 


In the courtroom were the de- 


fendant's wife, Gladys, who was 
weeping, and his sister, Miss Renna 
Ross of Alliance, Ohio, who was 
also in tears. 


The quick verdict came as a sur- 


prise, although some spectators had 
remained in the courtroom in hopes 
of hearing an early verdict. 


The doctor, who was seated 


in a chair near the defense 
counsel's table, did not change 
his unconcerned expression ax 
the verdict was read. 


Sheriff T. J. Ploumoy said that 


he was told by the jurors ten or 15 
minutes after they were retired that 
they were ready with a verdict. 


Judge J. R. Fuchs was out of the 


courtroom at the time. He and 
several attorneys were summoned. 


Others who were killed May 25 in 


the ambush slavings wprp 
York's husband, WiUiard H. York; 
their son, John, nine, and York's 
mother, Mrs. Mary York, 67, all of 
San Antonio. 


As the Yorks were on their way to 


church in San Antonio from their 
ranch, their automobile was halt- 
ed at a bend in the dusty road by 
a man armed with a lever-action 
rule. 


Ann York, 13 years old, testified 


that the black-haired physician, 
"our family doctor," pumped bul- 
lets into her father's car despite 
cries for mercy. She escaped while 
he reloaded his gun. 


Testimony showed that Ross 


blamed York, one of his closest 
friends, for the loss of his 
money, which amounted to more 
tuH-ii S15G,GOO. York, <tn invest- 
ment broker, had filed bank- 
ruptcy proceeding. York moved 
to San Antonio some 20 years 
ago from Scranton, Pa., where 
he operated a printing busi- 
ness. 


Ross did not testify. 


The case went to the jury at 


7:25 p. m. (Pottstown Time) after 
a final plea by District Attorney
